OF RAILROADS. 


The Denver Kewi says, editorially, that 


whtn the snow melts from the mounluiu" 
the transits of nnroerons engineer pirties 
will be leveled at alt the monutam pnsiei 
and all the canjone which lead from the 
etstern slope toward the Great Salt Lake 
and Pacific Coatt. Tbe Bock Island, the 
Burlington, the Union Pacific, llio Midland 
and the Bio Grandi will all hare surveying 
parties in the field looking oat a liue 
toward the Golden Gate. The Eureka 
Sentinel IB morally certain that two or 
three additional transcontinental lines will 
cross Nevada within as many years. 
California is too great a country and the 
through business too much oi a temptation 
for these great trnnk lines to remain hid 
away in the Booky Mountains. They 
must pull up and go on through to get a 
slice of it. Tbe Sentinel adds: "We are 
hopeful that our immediate section will 
derive its full eh a re of the benefits resulting 
from the construction of these roadg. We 
are in the midst of the very mineral heart 
of the great basin and no road with an 
eye to local business ia going to ignore 
this region. The line being surveyed by 
the Union PsciScfjast uonth of us seems at 
this time to be tbe most likely to furnish 
early relief. Six new crews of surveyors 
have just been ordered from California to 
this route. It looks like business."

THE UTAH MABSHALSHIP. 


The Si!»er State stands in as follows: 
F. H. Dyer has resigned the position of 


United States Marshal for Utah Territory 
to which he was appointed by President 
Cleveland in April, 1886. 
This makes an 


opening for A. C. Cleveland, of White 
Pine, who has been indorsed by the Ne- 
vada delegation in Congress and leading 
Gentiles of Uiah for the position. It is 
urged against tbe appointment of Mr. 
Cleveland that he is not a resident of 
Utah, and that it would therefore be a 
violation of a principle of the Bepnblican 
platform to appoint him; but it is not con- 
tended that the principle was intended to 
apply to Utah, where tbe feeling between 
the Mormons and Gentiles runt) so high 
that it would be difficult to find unpreju- 
diced persons among either party, and for 
that reason tbe officials ought to be chosen 
from men outside the Territory. 


Mr. Cleveland is an old-time resident ol 


Nevada and represented White Pine county 
in the State Senate in 1871 with marked 
ability. He was favorably mentioned as a 
Republican candidate for Governor two 
years ago,"and is as capable a zmn for the 
position of Marshal as ooold be selected in 
the Great Basin.
